There is ono little sentence hore 
which will well repay our atten- 
tion, for in it is concentrated the 
attitude of mind of the whole non-’ 
communist world toward the new 
power which ia gradually sup- 
planting Capitalism, The sentence 

“Stalin’s pronouncements will 
serve to confirm anow the correct- 
ness of Germany's constant warn- 
Ings that the activities of Moscow 
diplomacy knows no other aim 
than the disintegration of those 
forces which are striving to pre- 
serve order in Europe.” Whatever 
may be said for and against Stalin 
and the Sovict Socialist regime in 
Russia, this much is certain to an 
intelligent study of economic 
life and history—that powers of 
idea and inspiration which are be- 
hind modern communist munl- 
festations are greater and soundor 
than the powers, represented hy 
competitive Capitalism, which are 
against them, 

Germany under the name of 
National Socialism (a contradic- 
tion in terms, by the way), Italy 
in the name of Fascism,.and Bri- 
tain in her own name, are, they 
maintain, “striving to preserve 
order in Europe.” One is immedi- 
ately tempted to ask, What kind 
of order? And the answer comes 
back from the whole world—a 
capitalist disorder! The very 
word ' “preserve,” accidental 
though its use may be in the 
above context, is significent of the 
government Intentions and ‘aims 
of these and other capitalist na- 
tions. 


Madness In’ 
“Preservation” 


Against their capitalist ambi- 
tions nnd “preservative” desires 
arc the creative intentions of 
Russia and Communism, There is, 
in the face of history, an obvious 
madness in trying to “preserve” 
anything in a world whose whole 
life is one process of development 
and creative change. People try to 
“preserve” so many things, from 
ripe’ strawberries to religious 
truths, but if you will examine 
their attempts scintifically you 
will see how ridiculous they are. 
Man cannot really preserve any- 
thing. What partakes of the na- 
turo of eternal value endures by 
virtue of its own nature, what Is 
of merely temporal value changes 
or is changed, st any rato it ceases 
to be. Capitalism comes into the 
latter character; what is of 
cternal value in it will remain, 
what is merely temporal must 
pass. The artistic creations and 
scientific and mechanical inven- 
tions which it has sponsored will 
endure to enrich all human Hfe, 
its economics which impoverishes 
nine tenths of the world’s popula- 
tion will be auperseded. Capitalist 
economics is like a stinking corpas 
which men are secking to “pre- 
servo” because it was once useful 
and youthful, and necessary to 
human progress. ‘ 


Life Must 
Go On 


But you can't preserve the corpse 
of-your grandfather no matter how 
much money he made and left to 
you to‘spend. Life must go on. 
Tho useless must bo superseded 
and cast into Gchenna.,Out of the 
past and the present the future 
must be created, and those who 
are Intelligent and humane among 
us wilt devote themaolves to the 
creation of tho future through a 
truo understanding of the past 
and a‘sincere adjustment of their 
lives to the present, Thore is noth- 
ing more cortain to a student of 
the human race. than tho truth 
that Communism must . succeed 


| Capitalism. Already the way has 


been ‘made clear for us by the 
teaching of Josus and of Karl 
Marx, .and [ belicve, that only as 
men combine the wisdom and 
spiritual -dynomic of the Christ 
with the scentific truth of Marx 
will the human -raco ndvance into 
tho futuro clear-cyed and real. 


The ignorance of otherwise in- 
telligent people concerning’ the 
teaching of Jesus is unforgivable, 
but their ignorance of Marxian 
doctrine in understandable. Das 
Kapital is a very dificult book to 


read, and tho books which have. 


been written about it only make its 
understanding more complicated 
still, I om convinced that if men 
and women only knew the simplo 
truth of Marx, and were-ablo to 
criticise his contentions intelll- 
gently, the advent of Communism 
would not be so tong delayed as 
at present it appears to be going 
to be. Communism will be estab- 
Nehed no matter how terrific are 
the forces arrayed againat it, be- 
cause the developments of Capl- 
talism ini the immediate futuro 
will be too terrible for human 
nature to endure without revolt- 
ing. :

Marx in 1843 went to Paris to 
study the Socialist movement 
there. Enpvls, who was the son of 
o pious bourgeois merchant of 
Barmen, forsook the religious and 


‘political views of his home after 


studying the writings of Strauss. 
In 1842 his father sent him to a 
factory which he owned in Man- 
chester to learn his business, In 
1844 he pnid ao business visit to 
Paris when his historic friendship 
with Marx was begun. In 1846, 
under preasure ‘from the Prussian 
government, Marx was expelled 
from Paris and went to Brussels 
where he recelved financial sup- 
port from Engels. Tn 1847 soveral 
communist societies In London 
commissioned Marx to draw up a 
Communist ‘Manifesto. This was 
published in London in the year 
1848. One year later Marx him- 
self went to London where he de- 
voted himself to economic study 
and research for the rest of his 
life. The results of his work are 
contained in his book Das Kapital, 
Marx dicd. in 1883 and Engels 
twelve yoars tater, 


Philosophie 
An Theoretical 


The Marxian thesis which is 
outlined in the Communist Mani- 
feato of 1848 and oxpounded in 
Das Kapital is the philosophic and 
theoreticnt basis of all modern 
communist oxperiment ond prac- 
tice. Its min contention is that 
all human lifo is conditioned prl- 
marily by economic dovelopment. 
When once the communal owner- 
ship of land, prevalent in primi- 
tive tribal society, had bocn supor- 
seded by -individuai ownership 
in states, the first step ‘towards 
modern’ capitalist society had 
beon taken; Tho growth and de- 


velopment of industry only served - 


to increase the power of the fow 
over, the. many. Wealth produced 
by tho work‘of-the masses passed 
into the hands of ‘the few who 
spent it as thoy desired, and paid 
to the workors. only sufficient for 
thoir bare subsistence. Tho opon- 
ing of tho seas and tho dcvolop- 


‘the industry of o country. 


il 


mont of world trade led certain |* 


of the more vigorous of the bour- 
geois clans to Inafst upon thelr 
right to the ownership of Jand, 
irrespective of their birth. Their 
success in establishing this claim 
destroyod the exclusivencss of tho 
feudal aristocracy and with {t 
their contro! of religious and civil 
inatitutions. 


Control Of Means 
Of Production 


Freed from the former res- 
traints of Feudalism the capital{st 
class was able to press forward 
with the work of improving tho 
means of production, They devised 
costly machlnory, stealing or buy- 
ing cheaply the inventions of 
their workmen, until the crafts- 
man with his hand-tools war ouat- 
ed from industry altogether. When 
Watt discovered how to harness 
the power of steam to industrial 
Plonts production was still fur- 
thor speeded up, and machinery 
becamo too costly for any but the 
wealthiest to buy and control. 
Tho control of the means of 
production thus passed into the 
hands of a still smaller minority 
who hired the work of their fel- 
low-men and pocketed all the pro- 
fits from their labour. 


Conflicts 
Between Nations 


As inventions improved ma- 
chinery fewer and fewer workers 
were required and the price of la- 
bour consequently fell lower and 
lower, Prafit and still greater pro- 
fit became thé dominant mot!vo 
of the capitalist and the worker 
was accordingly increasingly ex- 
ploited. Capitaliats spent their su- 
perfluous wealth on luxury or in in- 
creasing their power over the 


workers by extending their indus-- : 


trial projects; the only restraint 
which was imposed upon their 
actions was that involved in com- 
petition wlth other capitalists. 
Slowly the power of Capitalism 
increased until, as Marx foresaw, 
it came to control the destinies of 
whole nations, even democratic 
ones, and used thelr naval and, 
military forces to force markets| 
for their goods in other countries 
In different parts of tho world. 
This ied inevitably to conflicts be- 
tween nations, and the world pro- 
phetic understanding of man- 
kind'’s economic development wilt! 
be fulfilled unless men intervene 
to prevent it. The end of compsti- 
tive capitalism will be universal 
dostruction and chaos, 

Included in his thesia is a de- 
nunciation of the institutions, 
law, morality, religion, state, 
which had arisen under Capital- 
ism; behind which Jt has entrench 
ed its vicious interests. That is 
what Communism means when it 
says that “Religion is tho opium 
of the people,” that “There is one 
law for the rich and another for 
the poor.” To a very large extent 
these criticiams aro true, although’ 
thoy are not true of any of theso 
institutions when thoy -exiat and 
function truly and honostly. 


Profit Motive 
In Work 


Against this state of affairs 
Marx saw only. one remedy—tho 
proletariat must scize the control 
of the means of wealth produc- 
tion from the capitalist minority, 
denying the right. of the Indivi- 
dual to own and control privately 
Tho 
profit motive: in work must bo 
supplanted by the motive of the 
common good. Marx believed that 
before tho capitalists would sub- 
mit-to such a change they would 
resort to the uso of armed force 
in defence of what thoy believed 
to be their just. rights, and there- 


fore ho inolsted that the proletariat} § 


must bo prepared to: uso forco 
against them, to establish. their 
government on force, as all gov- 
ernments in history havo been 
established, but once that change 
had been. made then force’ could 
bo dispensed. with, and oventually 
war itself could be abolished.
